Sin,—It may be of interest to the general 
c, when considering the present financial 
in the working of the Great Southern 
ways, to knowethat these railways are 
ninated by three unions having their head- 
arters in London. These unions have, so 
been successful in maintaining in this 
poverished country the salaries, wages and 
nditions of service obtaining in the large 
na ape: centres of Great Britain. Let 
be. remembered that these “ war’’ wages 
were fixed by the British Government, with- 
consultation with the railway directors, 
who would never have assented to their pay- 
nrent 

lo illustrate the disparity between railway 
wages and those paid by local authorities in 
! country, let me cite the report of the 
County Surveyor of South Kerry to the 
Commussioner for the County Council. It is 
taken from the Kerry Weekly Reporter of 
the 28th August. The Surveyor instanced a 
section of a road in the Caherciveen district 
where his men were being paid ‘‘ 27s. per 
week,” while one hundred yards further on 
the men employed by the railway company, 
doing the very same kind of work, were 
getting “46s. per week.” There are people 
who still pas so that the railways are not 
paying. Í notice in to-day's papers that the 
unions have rejected. the Chairman's proposal 
for a 5% reduction; but I am not in the 
least surprised, nor could anybody be who 
has followed the workin má the so-called 
‘machinery ” to which the National Union 
of Railwaymen refer in their summary rejec- 
tion of the Chairman’s appeal. The present 
' wages boards’’ imposed on the country by 
the English umions are an utter farce, and 
well. the unions know it. They are under 
no obligationg to respect their decisions. 

I believe that the proposal of the Chair- 
man to close down sections of the railways 
will be strongly resented by the people, who 
now will expect the directors, in conjunction 
with the Government, to face the real facts, 
which have been shelved for the past four

Srr,+~-The thanks of the unfortunate share- 
holders of the amalgamated railways are due 
to you for the very honest articles you have 
published in your paper showing the dire 
distress and ruin brought on by the failure 
the Great Southern to pay its dividends 
the Ordinary and Preference Stocks. One 
fortunate lady of my acquaintance, whose 
e source of income was obtained from her 
dends, is now left penniless. Is this 
hat we are to get in a ‘‘ Free” Ireland? 
Are the Government and the railway com- 
pany of the Free State to allow those for 
whom they are trustees (and by whom the 
were elected as such) to starve? Is the thrift 
of years to be sacrificed and confiscated, and 
e those whose savings financed the rail- 
way8 to be allowed to die in want? 
Lhere are thousands in Ireland to-day in 
want and on the brink of ruin and desola- 
tion because of the loss of their dividends. 


It is a shocking thing to contemplate those- 


thrifty sharehofders being so ruthlessly 
deprived of their means of living. The 
' status and dignity’’ of our railways have, 
indeed, been very sadly reduced to pity and 
humiliation. Whoever is to blame for all the 
distress wrought by amalgamation or by mis- 
management of the shareholders’ interests 
has a terrible responsibility.

HOUSINGSCHEMES 
IN DUBLIN. 


A SAVING OF £20,000. 


GERMAN CONTRACTORS’ 
x INTENTION. 


- During the holding of an inquiry in 
Dublin yesterday into the application of 
the City Commissioners for sanction to a 
loan of £664,787 to carry out a big house- 
building scheme between Drumcondra and 
Glasnevin, the Inspector, Mr. 1. FT. 
Strachan, stated that concrete blocks 
would not be brought from Germany by 
Messrs. Kossel, the German firm who had 
secured the contract. 

He added that under the last four 
sections of housing in the city the 
adoption by the Commissioners of recom- 
mendations of the’ Local Government 
Department in the intérests of economy 
had led to a total saving of £20,000. 


CONCRETE WALLS. 
THE GERMAN METHOD. 


The Inspector, alluding to a reference that 
had been made at the inquiry on Tuesday 
regarding the importation of concrete blocks 
from Germany for the building of the houses, 
said—*‘ This is a distortion with relation to.a 
firm from Bremen having secured in open 
competition one of the recent housing schemes. 
Incidentally, I may say that for three other 
schemes of similar proportions the same firm 
were unable to compete successfully with local 
contractors. ‘There are no concrete blocks 
being imported from Germany. Messrs. 
Kossel, of Bremen, are the contractors for a 
proprietary system of walling, which in effect 
Is mass concrete, with a partial cavity, made 
upon the site, There will be no unskilled 
workers displaced, and but few of the skilled. 
Certain leading hands versed.in the system 
are essential to the working,” 

Inspector also said that the granting of 
the Provisional Order, or the approval of the 
Minister, to the borrowing did not necessarily 
mean that approval of the lay-out, house plans 
or other documents, as now submitted, would 
follow. The lay-out and house plans, when 
the latter were prepared by the City Archi- 


.tect, might be revised on the score of economy 


or general efficiency. However, no house plans 
‘yet been prepared. 

REDUCING “HE COST. 
As regarded the criticism of the high cost 
of ‘working-class dwellings and the necessarily 
high rent occasioned thereby, it was only right 


be, made by the. Local Government Depart- 
ment towards reduting the cost. Of course, 
there were certain items outside the control 
of the arci:itect and engineering staff, such as 
cost of materials, wages, profits and output. 
The final framing of a scheme did not neces- 
sarily rest with the Commissioners’ staff, and 
he might say that. certain recommendations 
made by the Local Government Department 
in the interests of economy were quickly 
adopted by the Commissioners. Under the 
last four sections of housing to he taken up 
the adoption of these recommendations led to 
a total saving of at least £20,000. This should 
reassure sOme persons. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., for the Commissioners, 
said that he was grateful for the Inspector's 
announcement, for it would tend to allay the 
fears as to the scheme. They had an assur- 
ance now. that the report on the inquiry would 
not prevent any of the matters that Mr. 
Larkin referred to being passed. The position 
would be very much clearer, for he had just 
received from Mr. Geoghegan a memorandum 
in which it was agreed that the church 
property would be eliminated from the Pro- 
visional Order. 

Mr. Geoghegan said that, having regard to 
the fair way that he had ‘been met, he felt 
that he had no further interest in the inguiry, 
but he had only now heard that the edu- 
cational authorities had some sort of sugges- 
tion to make about diverting the by-pass 
road in such a way that it might affect the 
Roman Catholic church at the eastern side. 

A RECENT DECISION. 

Mr. Joseph Hanley, Ministry of Education, 
said that the scheme sought to include portion 
of the lands attached to Marlborough Hall, 
Glasnevin—some 11 acres out of 25 acres on 
which the Hall was built. This was to be 
utilised as a self-contained training college 
for teachers, and the ground proposed to be 
acquired was required for demonstration 
purposes, short courses in rural science and 
recreation. 

The Inspector—Is this a recent decision? 

The witness said that the decision had been 
come to during the last two or three weeks, 
but the place was in the hands of the military 
up to a short time ago. He suggested that 
the new main road be laid from the Roman 
Catholic church near Tolka Bridge, which 
would take in a small portion of the ground 
attached to the church and used as a 
shrubbery.

The only way to avoid trespass in getting 
to the ‘ ley’s Hole’’ side of the sands is 
to walk Yo thé garage alongside the club- 
house for (as our map shows) between the 
Bull Wall and the golf course is a narrow 
strip of land which the club holds in fee 
simple. From the ground south of this strip, 
which is the property of the Fort Board,

there is a right of way into what is known as 
the Coastguards’ garden, but that ts the only 
right of way on the golf club’s land. 

People who cross the narrow strip of land 
on to the links do so at their own risk—and 
the risk of being struck by golf balls is con- 
siderable.

The links themselves are private property, 


being held on a long lease from Lady 
Ardilaun. The club have, so far, displayed 
no desire to interfere with the citizens who 
in thousands trespass on their ground, but 
latterly so much damage has been done to 
the links that the Committee could well be 
excused for requesting trespassers to exercise 


a little more care for their own safety and 
for the preservation of the fairways, PBreens 
and bunkers.

Dissipation. 

In a letter which we print to-day a 
correspondent says that the Free State is 
“ceasing to be. agricultural without 
becoming industrial.’’ If it be true, this 
is, indeed, what Francis Bacon would call a 
“ desperate saying ’’; for, as soon as agri- 
culture ceases, the Free State (under that 
or any other name) also will cease. Who 
can deny, however, that the end is near 
if the country’s agricultural exports 
continue to dwindle at their present rate? 
The mainstay of. the country’s prosperity 
has been its exports of cattle, pigs, bacon, 
butter and other agricultural . produce. 
We have one, and only one, market for 
them—fortunately, at our door and the 
richest market in the world. During the 
war years our profits in that market were 
so great that we accumulated a capital 
of nearly ninety millions; but since the | 
Free State was born her people have been 
living on that capital. The exports of 
pigs and cattle are falling disastrously, 
and we are becoming importers rather 
than exporters of butter and bacon. In 
the first five months of the present year 
Free State’s imports of both com- 
modities. were largely in excess of her ex- 
ports. The change is the result of two 
causes. We are neglecting the business of 
agriculture in a spirit of/sheer laziness, 
and the English market is no longer an 
Irish monopoly.. A swarm of eager com- 
petitors is jostling us swiftly out of our 
pride-of place. They are beating us all 
along the line—inevitably, because they are 
fighting with the weapons of modern in- 
dustry. The present battle between the 
Dane and the Irishman is a battle of rifles 
against cross-bows. 

This is the nation’s supreme danger, 
and it demands a national policy that will 
unite ‘the Free State Government and all 
classes of the people in a common effort cf 
self-preservation. It is an affair of life 
or death that Irish agriculture shall 
recover its former position in the English 
markets. Everything else is of secondary 
importance. What shall it profit an 
Irish farmer to see Irish boots and 
Irish blankets in Irish shop-windows 
if his lands are derelict and his 
pockets empty? The policy for which 
the national danger clamours is two-fold. 
We must cultivate that precious asset, the 
Englishman's good-will, by every means 
in our power; and we can cultivate it 

t the slightest detriment to con- 
stitutional status or ‘‘dignity.”’ All that 
is ‘required is that we shall claim the 
privileges of our racial and geographical 
kinship and of our new and proud place 
in the Commonwealth of British Nations— 
and, of course, that in all matters of 
economic relationship we shall repay 
preference with preference. Having thus 
secured our moral position, we must fight 
out competitors in the English markets 
with théir own weapons. We must apply 
everywhere to. the business of agriculture 
the scientific methods which now cancel 
for New Zealand and Canada the handicap 
‘of thousands of leagues of ocean. To that 
end the State's utmost resources in brains 
and money ought to be applied to the 
paramount task of agricultural education. 
Expenditure on other schemes—however

British Register. At a time when British 
industry is stagnant it has given big 
engineering and building contracts to 
Germen firms. For the sake of a few 
minor industries it has built an irritating 
wall of tariffs against British trade. 
Every one of these actions has impaired 
the relations between the Free State and 
her only customer. Furthermore, when 
the State's very existence demands a policy 
of concentration on its essential industry, 
the Government is .dissipating its own 
energy and the people’s money on schemes 
and policieS which are unnecessary, un- 
timely or positively bad. The amalgama- 
tion of the railways was unmecessary and 
has undermined one of the chief props on 
which agriculture depends. The Shannon 
scheme was untimely because at present we 
cannot afford it, and its promised blessings 
are remote. The huge expenditure on the 
compulsory resuscitation of the Irish 
language is burdening the farmer with 
taxes, while inflicting on him the still 
greater evil of making his children unfit 
for the business of life. Surely both 
Government and people ought to call a 
halt before the straight and broad path to 
national prosperity passes finally out of 
view. The only thing that matters is the 
fact that the Free State is ‘‘ ceasing to be 
agricultural.’’ Compared with that danger, 
all other questions that fill the mouths of 
our -politicians—the boundary question, 
the development of foreign trade, the 
niceties of constitutional statys—are 
wholly negligible. 


The Northern Problem. 

The special convention of the Parliament 
of Northern Ireland to consider the un- 
employment problem indicates that the 
economic situation in North-East Ulster 
is very Serious. Legislation is about to be 
introduced which will authorise the 
Government to increase the unemploy- 
ment charge on the Consolidated 
Fund by a further sum of £750,000, 
in order that it may be able te 
continue to pay out-of-work benefits; and 
the Minister for Finance yesterday drew 
a gloomy picture of the condition of.affairs 
not only in Belfast, but throughout the 
province. Last March the Northern Go- 
vernment secured a vote of £750,000 for 
unemployment purposes. This sum swelled 
the total unemployment debt to £3,500,000, 
and the Government was confident tha no 
further demands on the Exchequer would 
be necessary before next November, -At 
that time the number of men and women 
out of work in Northern Ireland was 
46,000, with about 10,000 on permanent 
short time. In the meanwhile, however, 
}conditions have worsened considerably 
and the roll of completely unemployed to- 
day numbers 56,000 names, with 6,000 on 
short time. In view of the fact that the 
whole population of Northern Ireland 
hardly exceeds 1,250,000, these figures are 
distinctl, alarming. The taxpayers are 
being forced to support virtually one-fifth 
of the wage-earning population. With the 
new grant of £750,000 the charge on the 
Consolidated "und will amount to 
£4,250,000, and there is no. sign of 
better times. Trade is so bad through- 
out the world that the mercantile marine 
no longer needs many ships every year, 
and the shipbuilding activities of the 
United States during and immediately 
after the war—disastrous as they have 
proved to be for America—have ruined 
Belfast's market for years to come. In 
the linen trade orders have fallen away 
largely, because people nowadays must 
content themselves with’ cotton. The 
Russian flax fields are no more, Labour 
costs are high, the American tariff is pro- 
hibitive; and altogether the Northern 
linen trade has. fallen on evil times. 
There is no doubt at all that some day it 
will recover its former prosperity ; but in 
the meanwhile men and women must be 
fed. The Northern Government has done 
its best to solve a virtually insoluble 
problem, and its efforts to provide con- 
structive work for its unemployed are very 
praiseworthy. We hesitate to accept the 
formula, however, that the standard of 
unemployment benefit in Northern Ireland 
must be maintained consistently at the 
British level. The Northern Government 
has not Britain’s vast resources, and should 
try to cut its coat according to its strictly 
limited cloth, We recommend to its 
attention a suggestion which comes 
from the Clonmel Urban Council to the 
effect that in future the ‘‘dole” shall 
not be given to any citizen who is not 


prepared to do a certain amount of use- 
ful work in return ‘for it. 


Canadian Enterprise. 


The Canadian grain, which yields the 
daily bread of millions of households in 
these islands, is grown mainly in the vast 
prairie land west of Winnipeg. From 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba and Alberta it is 
conveyed by train across more than half of 
Canada’s wide territory to be shipped from 
Montreal, the greatest grain port in the 
world... A correspondent of The Times 
describes a plan by which the farmers 
will be able to dispense with the 
costly transportation over a thousand 
miles of railroad. For thirty years 
the people of Western Canada have 
‘desired an outlet to the sea by the 
opening up of Hudson Bay, and in 1910 
steps were taken to gratify their wishes. 
The construction of a railway across 
Manitoba was begun, and the line was 
brought to within a hundred miles of Port 
Nelson. Conflict of interests has pre- 
vented the consummation of the under- 
taking, and to-day only two trains a month 
run along, the elaborate, but futile, track. 
Sooner or later, Western Canada, which 
“is growing in population and prosperity 
more rapidly than any other part of the 
Dominion, will command sufficient in- 
fluence to compel the completion of the 
line, and at once a new bias will be given 
to the grain trade. Evading the trans- 
continental journey to Montreal, the [ruit 
of the Western harvests will be carried to 
Hudson Bay. passing from field to port in 
little more than a day. It then will be 
‘relatively as near to Europe as if it had 
reached the Saint Lawrence. Western 
Canada, in effect, will be brought a 
‘thousand miles nearer to its market. Such 
are the large measures to which commerce 
“moves modern nations. Irish farmers and 
rkers in the transport services of our.

Marks off 
the newly-discovered skull indicate that 
“the fellow had had a knock,” and had 
been treated by some primeval surgeon, who 
did his york with an instrument of flint. 
Before ban cómpany had wandered 
over Canaan's pastures, before the first 
Ogygian dawn of what we call human 
history, the comedy and tragedy of our 
life were rehearsed innumerable times. We 
do not know whether the Galilean man 
attained to the art of speech,. and we 
shall never know how his race passed 
away.. A higher type, nearer to Homo 
Saptens, may have swept into the lands 
where Galilean man crouched in caves or 
hunted with weapons of stone, and a race, 
unable to adapt itself to a more complex 
life, may have perished in a ruthless, 
primeval war. Pre-hufhan mah may have 
watched the conquest of that land flowing 
with milk and honey, where he had loved 
roughly and laboured, and in his dumb, 
questioning mind a noble sorrow may have 
striven to utter a “ venit summa dies et 
ineluctabtle tempus’’ before his pursuers 
cut him down. Thus, ‘perhaps, was Troy 
enacted aforetime by men like him whose 
skull is being discussed by learned men 
at Southampton. 


THE MEDICAL REGISTER. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—As there have been several erroneous 
or imomplete statements in the Press about 
the conditions on which medical men could 
got on the Colonial List if the Government's 
proposals are put in operation, will you allow 
me to subjoin the clause of the Act which 
governs t 3 procedure to be followed by the 
Government of the Free State ’— 

‘* Her Majesty may from time to time, by 
Order in Council, declare: that this part of 
the Act (viz., that relating to Colomal and 
foreign practitioners) shall be deemed, on 
and after a day to be named in such Order, 
to apply to any British possession or foreign 
country which, in the opinion of Her 
Majesty, affords to the registered practi- 
tioners of the United Kingdom (whieh now 
means (‘reat Britain and the Six Counties) 
such privileges «‘ practising in the said 
British possession or foreign country as to 
Her Majesty may seem just; and from and 
after the day gamed in : itch Order in Council 
such British pessession or foreign country 
shall be deemed Ao be a British possession or 
foreign country to which this Act applies 
within the meaning of this part thereof.” 

It will Se see that there is no foundation 
for the statement that five years must elapse 
before "ee State doctors could get on ‘he 
Colonial List; nor is it the case that we are 
not, for the purposes of the Act, a British 

' possession, as we are in the position of 
Canada, to which the Act still applies, not- 
withstanding her Dominion status. 

he Act is dated 1886, and in every line 
the then existing inferiority of status of the 

‘ possessions ' is evident, Thus, one result 
of their propo; 1 action which the Govern- 
ment do not appear to have foreseen is that 
they will be compelle' to allow English 
medical men to practise over here, though 
they will have lost all. control over their 
education and qualifications (which now 
exists through the Irish representatives on 
the General Medical Council), except such as 
His Majesty, in his ‘uncontrolled opinion, 
may ‘‘deem jist’’ that the Free State 
authorities should have. On the other hand, 
as is well known, no doctor from any Free 
State school will be allowed to practise in 
England, unless the course of education in 
the school from which he comes has been 
approved by the English authorities. 

Again, because the greater proportion of 
the Irish medical students go abroad, the 
Free State medical schools will have to adopt 
whatever medical curriculum the future 
British Council dictates as a condition of its 
approval, so that the supposed Free State 
control of medical education in this country 
will prove quite illusory. Is it conceivable 
that, when these facts are oC gee. the 
Government can give any sufficient grounds 
for their policy? 

Mr. Bernard Shaw's letter has no point 
when applied to the Government’s proposal, 
whic!. includes going to the Privy Council to 
get it to permit the General Medical Council, 
of which he disapproves, to exercise its con- 
trol over our medical schools and our doctors, 
so far as they practise outside the Free State, 
but. within the Commonwealth.—Yours, etc.,

Srr,—I do not suppose that any intelligent 
man or woman will be influenced by Mr. 
George Bernard Shaw's letter in to-day's 
paper. Like all this great humourist's writ- 
ings, it was intensely funny: its object was 
obviously to amuse, and I am sure that it 
has succeeded.. The matter is, however, far 
too serious to be treated as a joke. The 
fumerous accounts of interviews with dis- 
tinguished men, the letters and leading articles 
in all the papers during the last few days give 

a good idea of the genuine anxiety that is 
felt by all thinking people about. the evil 
effects that would 3 roduced in our land 
were the Irish doctors of the future to be shut 
off from the privileges of the General Register. 

In. Mr. Shaw’s letter, which may conceiv- 
ably be treated seriously by some of your 
readers, there are a few statements that cer- 
tainly ought not to go unchallenged. One is 
that ‘‘ students going up for examination have 
to conclude their preparation by being coached 
in obsolete surgical and clinical procedures, 
because their examiners are hopelessly out of 
date.” I absolutely deny the truth of this 
statement, so far as the examiners in Dublin 
are concerned. Again, referring to the 
General Medical Council, Mr. Shaw says: “ In 
Europe and America it is a laughing-stock '' 
he may or he may*not be right. We «= 
only his word for it, and I think that a state- 
ment like that requires more backing. 

His remark that the medical profession 

“have a pecuniary interest in making us ill, 
keeping us ill and mutilating us’’ is very 
witty, but of doubtful taste, and would not, | 
think, be appreciated by thousands of suffering 
poor ‘inside and outside our hospitals. The 
most amusing part of the Jetter is his descrip- 
tion of what the new Irish Medical Council 
ought to be. There is nothing in Gilbert and 
Sullivan to beat it or even approach it. His 
idea that flocks of English students would 
come over to get Irish qualifications because 
the Irish Medical Council is to be composed of

ess. I hope that all your readers will treat 
Mr. Shaw's letter as nothing more than a 
Shavian farce.—Yours, etc., 

ReGcinaLp Peacocke, M.D.

EDUCATIONAL CONTROL. | 


SUCCESS OF NORTH’S 
SYSTEM. 

The report of the Ministry of Education 
of Northern Ireland for 1924 deals extensively 
with the new system of educational control 
introduced under the Education Act of 1923. 
Under. the schemes adopted by the County 
Councils, acting in their capacity as education 
authorities, the whole county is to be treated 
as a single regional area in the Counties of 
Armagh, Down and Fermanagh, while the 
Counties of Antrim, Londonderry and Tyrone 
have been divided into a number of regional 
areas, five having been constituted in County 
Antrim. three in County Londonderry, and 
five in County Tyrone. 

Returns dealing with elementary school 
attendance are encouraging. The centesimal 
proportion of actual attendances to numbers 
enrolled has risen from 77.5 for 1923 to 78.4 
for 1924. A report issued by the Ministry of 
Education in the Irish Free State stated that 
the centesimal proportion reached there in 
1923 was 74.3. 

The section of the report dealing with the 
intermediate and secondary schools states that 
the transformation from privats ownership, 
though tedious and, at times, raising ques- 
tions of legal difficulty, has, on the whole, 
proceeded smoothly, and it is hoped that 
before the end of the current school year all 
the outstanding points will have been satis- 
factorily settled. 

The technical school classes have been very 
successful, Notwithstanding the trade depres- 
sion in certain industries the number ol! 
students who enrolled was almost 2.000 more 
than in 1923. Bonuses for: the training of 
ex-Servicemen to fit them for suitable emplov- 
ment were coutinued at Coleraine, Ennis- 
killen, Lisburn, and Lurgan. Bonuses in 
domestic economy for unemployed women 
were organised at eight centres.

Lippens, of Brussels, should erect 
their first sugar beet factory in Ireland 
at Athy or at Carlow has now been 
definitely decided in favour of Carlow. 

The firm's representatives reached this 
decision at seven o'clock last night, follow-

Hall. They are convinced that conditions 
in Carlow are the most suitable for the 
enterprise, and will set to work imme- 
diately ‘to put their project into effect. 

The factory vill be built at Strawhall, 
which is about a mile from the town of 
Carlow. 

The preliminary work, including the 
provision of a railway siding, will be 
begun to-day, and the actual building of 
the factory will be undertaken in about a 
month’s time. 

Following the announcement of their 
decision, the Belgian representatives’ were 
present at a reception meeting held by the 
local organising committee.

Thus ran the despatch which was handed 
to the Director of Manceuvres at the close 
of to-day’s military operations in the 
Kilworth mountains, County Cork. It was 
‘a strenuous day for all concerned; but 
honours now are equal. 

Checked in their advance on Clonmel by 
the Blue (defending) army yesterday, the 
Reds to-day displayed a great deal of caution 
and much strategy. The result is that they 
gained some ground, while the prospects of 
their ultimate success—the capture of Clonmel 
and an advance on Dublin—seem: at least a 
litthe brighter. The Commander of the .in- 
vading Reds is Colonel Joseph Byrne. The 
Blue forces, which gave so good an account 
of themselves on Tuesday” are commanded by 
Colonel David Reynolds. They are trying to 
stem the tide of ‘invasion, so that Blue re- 
inforcements may be hurried to Clonmel, On 
Tuesday they fowght the Reds, and gained 
possession of a group of hills midway between 
Fermoy and Cahir, and when I took leave of 
them for the night they were entrenching 
themselves in their newly-gained position. The 
Reds, in the meantime, had fallen back some 
distance 

TO-DAY'S OPERATIONS. 

This morning a small body of the Blues 
remained to protect the captured hills, and 
the remainder of the forces pushed closer to 
the Red lines. and spread themselves out 
horizontally before the enemy. The Reds, 
however, were not to be caught napping. 
After much preliminary i 
Blue's lines, they completed their plan of 
operation. A feint attack was delivered on 
the centre body of the Blue forces. In order 
to meet. the attack the Blue Commander, 
Colonel Reynolds, weakened his two flanks. 
The Reds were not slow to make the most of 
the opportunity thus offered. They delivered 
their main attack on the right, and weakest. 
flank, and captured between two hundred 
and three hundred prisoners, at least one 
armoured car, and a fairly large-area of 
country. 

At 3 p.m. the Officer Commanding the Reds 
had the right wing of the Blue army 
well on the run, but he was not permitted 
to follow up his advantage, partly because 
nobody had had lunch and partlv because the 
Chief Umpire, Major-General Brennan, may 
have felt that the massacre of half of the 
Blue army was something that could well 
wait until the morning. 

So much for the day's operations. To- 
night the Blue Commander is, no doubt, 
contemplating with maps and pins and little 
flags, and realising how he might have 
checked this move or averted that catastrophe. 
‘On the other hand,. the leader of the Reds 
may well rest satisfied with the slaughter he 
has wrought to-day and look with hope to 
its renewal in the morning. 

To complete the picture, one needs but 
fancy nightfall in the Kilworth Mountains, 
the threatening skies reddened by the glare 
of camp-fires, piles of rifles stacked in fields 
and by the roadsides, the whinnying of 
horses, the clatter of cooking utensils, the 
‘murmur ”’, of a thousand voices, and all the 
while the only tramping of a dozen green- 
clad sentries. 

Like the spectators, however, the Minister 
for Defence is glad to return in the evenings 
to the shelter of a comfortable hotel. Much 
is, no doubt, to be said for the Kilworth 
mountain air. At night, however, it: is bitter 
cold. On that at least the opposing armies 
can, and do, agree. For that reacou, perhaps, 
the slaughter at the hands of the Reds holds 
but little terror for any of them. After te- 
night what little terror it may now possess 
will have been removed. So think all in 
Fermoy who have cast even a casual glance 
on the impenetrable fog which has settled 
down on the Kilworth range. 

The Minister for Defence is staying in a 
Fermoy hotel. with other officers, including 
the Chief of Staff, the Quartermaster-General 
the General Officer Commanding, etc. —

HE situation as regards the Great 
Southern Railways is considered to be 
so serious that it is very likely that a 
meeting of the Railway Stockholders’ 
Association will be held at an early date to 


consider the matter. | 

Sir Walter Nugent, who, as Chairman 
of the Great Southern Railways, signed 
the letter addressed to employés proposing 
their voluntary acceptance of a 5 per cent. 
temporary “cut” on salaries and wages, 
had no comment to make yesterday «n the 
decisions reported to have been made by 
the trade unions to advise their mem) :rs 
to have nothing to do with the proposal. 

Although ‘he and his fellow-directors 
have seen the reports of Union decisions, 
Sir Walter Nugent pointed out that the 
time for announcement of the steps. to 
be taken in the event of a general re- 
fusal of the proposal had not arrived, 
inasmuch as the letter addressed to the 
employés asked them, “if, contrary to 
my anticipation, you are unwilling to 
co-operate,’ to write to him to that effect 
not' later than 10th September. 


N.U.R. DECISION. 

In the preceding sentence of the letter, it 
will be recalled; Sir Walter had written :— 
"I jook forward. hopefully to being enabled 
to make the scheme effective as from the 
mó period next aífte- the 15th Septet, 


As yet, no large number of replies has 
been received, and the situation remains open 
until after the 10th September, unless re- 
plies. in sufficient, number to indicate a 
general response have been received by an 
earlier date. 

It has been announced that the National 
Union of Railwaymen will instruct members 
to refuse the reduction proposed. The 
Secretary of the Railway Clerks’ Association | 
has advised members of that body, in effect, 
to ignore the letter and to report at once any 
attempt on the part of the company to put 
the’ “cut” into operation. A similar line has 
heen taken by branches of the Associated 
Society of Locomotive Engineers and Fire- 


men 
MERITS NOT DISCUSSED. 

It is plain already, therefore, that the in- 
dividual acceptances of the pragosal are not 
likely to be received from any large pro- 
portion of the — and that in the 
initial stage, at all events, this effort te 
secure the co-operation of the employés them- 
selves in an éndeavour to save the railway 
situation is failing. 

It is to be noted, however, that in the 
resolutions published, the merits of the pro 
posal are not discussed; the objection made 
at present is to the method of appeal to em- 

loyés individually. Naturally, that method 
is not favoured by Union organisers. 

In condemning the course taken by ‘he 
Chairman of the Great Southern Railwavs, 
and pointing to the machinery which exists 
for the negotiation and settlement of wages 
rates, the organisations“ have ignored various 
points of the proposal. For example, it was 
proposed that. the ‘‘cut”’ should be i»n- 
porary; should apply to Great Southern em- 
ployés only; should not be taken as an 
alteration of i standard rates [which would 
continue to be recognised as standard), and 
should not affect such matters as superannua- 
tion payments and contributions and other 
arrangements on the existing standard. it 
was not to embrace the “ shop ” men, who 
have been on short time. Moreover, the 
proposal is coupled with an offer by the 
directors to “ lead the way “ by submitting 
to.a reduction, much greater in degree, »f 
their own emoluments. : 

These are arrangements which, at least, 
could be made more conveniently by means 
óf proposal and acceptance on an individual 
basis than by the more rigid machinery of 
negotiation on a general basis. 

Negotiation with the Unions in the ordi- 
nary way would presumably have to aim at 
a variation of the standard rates, applying 
‘‘ nationally,"" and that is not what the 
directors have contemplated. 

Sir Walter Nugent’s letter attempted to 
meet the difficulty of one particular system, 
which has been affected by special circum- 
stances. It gave the employés of that system 
a chance to help to save their means of em- 
ployment for the future. That was regarded 
as a matter for the employés of that system, 
rather than for the whole body of railway 
employés enrolled in the trade unions.

UNECONOMIC SECTIONS. 

“The whole future of this great undertak- 
ing is at stake,” they were told; and, failing 
acceptance of the proposal, ' drastic steps. .

would be the heaviest sufferers. 

The closing of some of the sections in the 
system would have the effect of encouraging

the roads, which was already a formidable 
competitor of the railways, and the financial 
position of the railways would go from bad 
to worse, and the position of the remaining 
employés would. be worsened in a correspon- 
ding degree. | 


COMMISSION WANTED. 

Senator O'Farrell, speaking at Waterford, 
likened the present railway situation in 
Ireland to that of the miners in England, The 
miner had decided that it might be better 
to die quickly than by a slow process, and 
the Irish railwaymen must adopt the same 
attitude. . 

Irish railwaymen had declared the absolute 
minimum on which they could maintain a 
decent living standard, and if the country 
was not prepared to pay that minimum. it 
was not going to have a railway service. 

The present cut-throat competition between 
motor traffic and railways required a Govern- 
ment commission to evolve a comprehensive 
system of transport, and the country would 
have to make up its mind which it was 
going to support.

HOW THE NEW ACT WILL 
WORK. 


“Unfortunately, what Messrs. Carton say is 
true in a good many cases, but it will not be 
true in twelve months’ time, or at the be- 
ginning of the next season, in March or April 
n ) 


This was the statement made by a well- 

known official of the Department of Agricul: 
ture to an /rish Times representative yester- 
day with reference to Messrs. Carton’s. open 
letter to the creamery managers. 
_ “It is owing to the action of a .compara- 
tively ‘small number of creamery managers, 
who export their products for the open market, 
that Messrs. Carton have been able to issue 
their challenge,” said our informant; “ but 
the statement is too sweeping. In fairness to 
the creameries, it is only right to state that 
in various parts of the country—North and 
South—there are creameries supplying butter 
and cream which cannot be excelled in any 
part of the world, But while good—very 
good butter is being sent from the Free State, 
still, owing to the action of careless manufac- 
turers, the reputation of the Irish product 
generally in the open market is being seriously 
injured and endangered. If steps are not 
taken to deprive these careless manufacturers 
of their present opportunity for sending out 
any kind of stuff that they Khe, our butter ex- 
ports will dwindle more and more.” | 


OPERATION OF THE ACT. 

It was to deal with this situation, the official 
explained, that the Dairy Produce Act, 1924, 
was passed. When the Act is in working 
order it, will be impossible for butter to be 
sent out that will not be fit. The Act is being 
brought into operation as: speedily as circum- 
stances permit. Part 1, which deals with con- 
ditions of. cleanliness and order, has been in 
operation since the 8th of June last. Part 5, 
containing miscellaneous provisions, has also 
been in operation since the 8th of June. 

Parts 2-and 3 deal with the export of butter 
and the registration of premises. Part 5 will 
probably be brought into operation during the 
present year, and as soon as premises have 
been registered. Part 2, dealing with the ex- 

rt of butter, will be brought into operation 
in time for next .season’s trade. If Part 2 is 
in operation no premises, except premises 
registered under the Act, will be allowed to 
export butter unless they get a special licence 
to do so. Every place where butter is made 
or stored will be opén to inspection, and all 
butter being exported. is also liable to inspec- 
tion. Any person or factory found exporting 
or attempting to export. butter not suitable 
will have the registration cancelled. 


WORLD'S BEST MARKET. 

It has to be borne in mind that these 
creamery men are, ‘afterall, keen business 
men, and that they realise the enormous ad- 
vantage they have in being so close to the 
world’s best market—the British market. 

No matter how good “the Danes, New 
Zealanders or other far-away competitors may 
be, said the official, the proximity of the 
Irish “Free State’ manufacturers to the 
British market enables. them to put on it 
butter and cream which, owing to its abso- 
late freshness, cannot be excelled. Bearing 
this in mind, the Department have appointed 
inspectors in allocated districts, and have.in 
course of preparation, and will issue in a 
few days, memoranda of instructions as to the 
Act. 

We are attempting, he concluded, to ‘get 
everything going, so that the Act will be 
in full operation before next season 's export 
trade begins in March or April next. 


MERCHANT’S VIEW. 
‘‘ TREMENDOUS EXAGGERA- 
TION.”’ 


One of the largest butter merchants in 
the Free State, interviewed by an J/rish 


“1 have read your leading article on Messrs. 
Carton’s letter, but I consider the state- 
ments in the letter tremendously exagger- 
ated, and I really do think that it is not a 
fair representation of what creamery 
managers do. There is, however, no doubt 
that some of them-+and they are the excep- 
tion—hold butter in cold storage where 
facilities may not be of the approved kind. 

“To keep butter in cold storage you must 
have a uniform temperature and machinery 
going night and day, as in public cold 
storages; In creameries you could not have 
this done except at very great expense.

-unemployment in the North were 
given by the Minister of Finance in the 
Northern Parliament yesterday, when he 
put, forward a resolution which will have 
the effect of ineteasing the lability of the 
Insurance Fund to the Exchequer to 
£4,250,000. The following is the text of 
the resolution : — 

It is expedient to authorise a charge upon 
tho Consolidated Fund in respect of any 
further sum required to be advanced by the 
Ministry, of Finance, no” exceeding in the 
whole £750,000, under powers to be conferred 
by an Act of this session, for the purpose of 
discharging the liabilities of the Unemploy- 
m:-t Fund of Northern Ireland, . 

A . first ‘reading was given, and the 
matter. will be debated to-day. 

The Minister of Finance, the Right Hon. 
H. M. Pollock, said that when the last sum 
of £750,000 was granted to the Insurance 
Fund, the total liability. of the fund to the 
Exchequer was £3,500,000. 

When the yote was passed in March last 
it was calculated that this sum would be 
sufficient to. {nance the undertaking until the 
ist November next; as there were. then 
46,000 ‘totally uneniployed, with 10,000 on 
systematic short time. 

At present, as nearly as‘ could be. com- 
puted, the corresponding coerce were 56,000 
wholly unemployed, and 6,000 partially out of 
work, 


Consequently, their calculations as to the 
sufficiency of the last vote to carry them on 
to the lst November had been sériously dis- 
turbed. 

The money provided by the House in 
March was practically exhausted, and, in 
order that the payment of benefits might be 
continued, it was necessary to ask Parlia- 
ment to authorise the Ministry of Finance 
to make further advances to the fund, with 
a maximum of £750,000, making the total 
liability of the Unemployment Insurante 
Fund to the Exchequer £4,250,000. 

Negotiations had been proceeding for a 
~-consideralle* period with the present and 
former Governments in Great Britain with 
a view to remedying the situation created 
by the long continued period of aggravated 
unemployment. «-. These negotiations, in 
which the Prime Minister, the Minister of 
Labour, and himself, had -been engaged, had 
not yet reached a final stage, but he hoped 
before the House rose in the autumn 
to be in a position to state that an arrange- 
ment had been reached, 

The guiding principle of his colleagues and 
himself was that exactly the same standard 
of benefits granted in Great Britain should 
be extended to those who were suffering in 
their area from similar unavoidable priva- 
tions, by reason of the continued adverse 
conditions of industry. 

The solution of several collateral questions 
was dependent upon the cesult of their nego- 
tiations in réspect of the unemployment in- 
surance deficit. 


i “Such matters as the widows, orphans and 


old age contributory pensions scheme, the 
removal of the thrift disqualification clause 
from the present Old Age Pensions Act, and 
t + entertainment tax, were all being care- 
fully considered, and the Government hoped 
before the end of the present Parlia- 
mentary session to be able to introduce legis- 
lation to deal comprehensively with all these 
social problems.

THE GREAT BARRIER. 


LORD WEIR ON ECONOMIC 
SITUATION, 

Presiding at a luncheon held in Glasgow 
yesterday in. connection with the Autumn 
meeting of the Institute “of Metals, Lord 
‘Weir observed that no one could examine 
the list of papers submitted at this meeting 
without being conscious of the tremendous 
progress being achieved in metallurgy re- 
search and the striking improyements which 
were taking place in the materials used in 
industry. .They must also remember that 
similar progtess could be noted in the pro- 
ceedings of other technical institutions. 

However, they had those definite contribu- 
tions and potentialities towards a more 
efficient .and effective utilisation of the 
i natural wealth of the world. They had 
these great.new avenues of hope available 
to help the community, and yet to-day they 
found many of their industries—in fact, their 
entire industrial: and social .organisation—in 
difficulties-to maintain a specific standard of 
life. Did not that suggest to them that their 
political and economic development required 
a little more of the scientist. and research 
workers formula, ‘‘ Leas dogma and more 
honest acceptance of facts’’? (Applause.) 

“I think,” continued his lordship, ' Í am 
right in saying that dogma has, in the past, 
been the greatest barrier to scientific pro- 
gress, and rt has heen no less harmful in the 
political world, I think: our leaders of politi- 
cal thought might well follow the lead of 
scientists and face the inexorable facts of 
our; economic situation in honesty and 
sincerity.’’ (Applause. ) t

Sir Alexander described the Coal Commis- 
sion as a smoke-sereen hiding the fact that 
the. disastrous continuance of unemployment 
was due to the unwillingness of the Govern- 
i; ment, to face honestly economic questions, and 
declared that. we were muddling through to 
worse times, and could not hope to regain our 
‘commercial position’ ‘unless we ceased to 
finance great social schemes as if we were 
prosperous,’ and ceased to make unemployment 
appear as comfortable. and inviting as employ- 
ment.

REPORTED’ TURKISH

The Times obsérves in a leading article — 
At. yesterday's meeting of the League Council 
at Bones it unexpectedly bacame known 
that the debate on the Mosul question had 
been postporied at the request of the Turkish 
Government. Our Special Correspondent 
says that it is rumoured that a strange and 
elaborate protest agfinst an alleged British 
naval demonstration off the coast of Asia 
Minor has been lodged with the League by 
the Angora Government. If this proves to 
be the case, it is quite obvious that the 
normal visit of the Mediterranean Fleet to the 
Mgean at this season has been translated by 
the naively ingenious diplomacy of the new 
Turkey into a threat, and that the Turkish 
Foreign Office hopes to acquife some sym- 
pathy from the League Council by posing as 
a viet !" This protest—if it matérialises— 
will only be in the nature of a somewhat 
comic prologue to the serious and important 
decision on the part of the Council of a 
territorial question of the highest importance. 
The Council is called upon to arbitrate be- 
tween a smali Asiatic State and the British 
Empire. Its decision will, doubtless, ‘be 
given without undue delay. 

The importance of the occasion, the magni- 
tude of the territorial claims involved, and 
the responsibilities of the League Council 
seem to have in some degree diverted public 
attention in this country from the realities of 
the ' situation. Discussion on the sub- 
ject’ usually takes the form of a 
question—“‘ Should we or should’ we not 
remain in Mosul’’’ It is at times suggested, 
both here and still more on the Continent, 
that we might still arrive at an understanding 
or compromise by direct negotiation with the 
other party to the dispute. The real question 
at issue is this: “‘Should we, or should we 
not, accept the arbitration of the League, to 
whose arbitration we have appealed?’ To 
this question there is enly one answer. We 


and we must abide hy the arbitrator’s de- 
cision! We could commit no more grievous 
folly than to decline to. accept a decision un- 
favourable to our claims or to attempt at the 
last moment. to forestall a decision by in- 
dependent negotiations with the Turkish 
delegates. 

Our representatives at Geneva can be 

trusted to avoid any such error. A refusal to 
accept the verdict of an international tribunal 
or to attempt at the last minute of the final 
hour to go behind the Court would be a blow 
te.the whole principle of arbitration, the ex- 
tension of which constitutes the sole progress 
in international relations made since the 
beginnings of modern history, and offers the 
world the only possible alternative to war. 
_ H has been suggested in some quarters that 
if the award is favourable to the British claim, 
the Turkish Government will refuse to accept 
the League's decision, and alarmists are 
already imagining. the dire consequences of 
such a refusal. Whatever criticisms may be 
levelled against the past policy and methods 
of the Tarks in the course of the Mosul dis- 
pute, there is no reason to suppose that their 
Government will break the promise made by 
Fethi Bey to the League Council on September 
“Oth last year. Until there is proof to the 
contrary, 1t must be expected that they will 
keep their word and abide by the decision 
which they are pledged to accept. That thev 
will employ every ingenious devite to influence 
the Council in their favour is probable enough, 
and need not occasion too solemn condemna- 
tion in thi® country or at Geneva.

At the present time there was 4 
growing spirit of confidence and , goodwill in 
this country, and if the motion were accepted 
it would help this. growing spirit, 
RECOUNT URGED. 

Sir Robert Lynn ‘said that neither the 
Speaker nor the Government was to blame. 
He had every sympathy with the idea of 
doing what was right, fair and just to the 
mi: ‘ity, who had ‘Carried: out the regula- 
tie~s laid down. Some Nationalists might 
think that there was a trick to prevent their 
man being electetl, but there was nothing 
further from the truth, because he ‘did not 
believe that. there was a Protestant who 
wanted to’ see any of the minority unfairly 
treated, either inside or’ outside that House. 
He hoped that the members of, the House 
wou.. vote for a recount. 

Colonel Woods also appealed to the Go- 
vernment to support :. recount. 

PRIME MINISTER'S AMENDMENT. 

The Prime Minister, in moving the amend- 
ment, that the election was carried out 
stri¢tiy in accordance with the regulations, 
and that. therefore, a recount unjusti- 
fiable, said that before he went into details 
he would like to say, first of all, on behalf 
of all the members of the House, how deeply 
they regretted.the unfortunate incident that 
ge “Eo, (Hear, hear.) He had ascertained 
privately the feelings: of all his colleagues, 
au. they, with him, were very grieved that 
the mistake, however it occurred, arose just 
at the me when there was an election and 
a chance of the Nationalists having a re- 
presentative in the Senate. But he would 
like to assure the mover and the seconder 
of the motion, and the leader of the 
Nationalist Party, that the Unionist Party 
in the ‘Senate would not have been affected 
by anything tifit happened, even if there 
had been a recount; so the Chief Whip in- 
formed him. 

Mr. Devlin intervened and remarked that 
it was a most extraordinary thing that the 
Chief Whip cotld have anticipated what the 
result of the election would be. Why was 
not that, information conveyed to all the 
members? 

The Prime Minister replied that the in- 
ference was based ón an analysis of the 
proportional representation voting. How- 
ever, he merely mentioned this to show 
that they viewed this matter from a purely 
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academic point of view, and were not 
actuated by itical considerations in the 
decision at they arrived. He ht 
that it was mést important for the House to 
divest itself of all party feeling, because it 
so happened that ay | were almost a judicial 
tribunal. They were laying down a precedent 
which might be‘of vast importance, and they 
must be mostiitautious in whatever they. did. 
P OFFICE. “ 


He would lile to point out that neither 
that Government nor that Parliament had 
any control whatever over the Post Office or 
the Post Office Service, either directly or 
indirectly.

UNBUSINESSLIKE METHODS. 

Mr. M*‘Allister—Suppose proper arrange- 
ments had not been made by an official of this 
Parliament, has the eleetion been properly 
carried out? 

The Prime Minister—The Government or 
Parliament have nothing to do with the re- 
served service of the Post Office. 

Mr. M‘Allister—If the officials ‘Qf this Par- 
liament do not make proper arrangyments for 
the receipt. of letters, does thé “Attorney- 
General say that it is a proper election ? 

The Attorney-General—When that state of 
affairs arises I will give my opinion. It does 
not arise here. 

Proceeding, Sir James Craig said that it was 
regrettable not to have a representative of the 
hon. member s party in the Senate when there 
was a chance for them to do so. At the same 
time, however, he was afraid that the House 
must stand over the election, and hold that 
it had been properly carried out, apd that the 
Senators returned were to be the Senators for 
the present. He might add thatthe party con- 
nected with the business showed unbusiness- 
like methods from start to finish. 


MR. DEVLIN’'S REPLY. 

In opposing the amendment, Mr. Devlin 
said that he never listened to a more dishonest 
speech in his life than the speech delivered 
by the Prime Minister. (Oh, oh-”) ~ The 
Government approached no question except 
with a desire to pursue trick-of-the-loop 
methods of debate. Sir James Craig rose in 
the House not only to do a crave injustice to 
a large section of the population, but to lec- 
ture the Nationalist members on the way that 
they ought to have-performed their duty. In 
the first instance, he told them that it was im- 
possible for them te secure one repre 
sentative on the Senate. Personally, he 
Was not very much concerned whether 
the candidate for whom: they ‘voted 
was returnéd “or” not; it 
much in the circumstances. What concerned 
him was that the Prime Minister should try 
to cloak over a most indefensible proceeding. 
He ought to have left that duty to some 
of his party hacks. 

He did net believe a. word that the Prime 
Minister wanted a representative of the 
minority in the Senate. He did not believe 
that the Prime Minister ever wanted any 
of them either itn that House or in the 
Senate. The Prime Minister had made the 
declaration, not for Ulster, but for other 
parts of the world, that he was most anxious 
to.have representatives of their side in the 
House. One would-amagine that the Govern- 
ment would’ take a lesson from the Free 
State’s action in appointing..their Senate. 
The Protestants in the South of Ireland con- 
stituted a very smal) section of. the Free 
State; yet the first thing that the Free 
State did was to give nearly half of the 
representation in the Senate to the Protestant 
minority, as the Nationalists.were in Ulster. 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL'S SMILE. 

Who were. those . representatives? Not 
guiet, unimpassioned, non-political Pro- 
testants. The first man tetked was Sir 
James Campbell. The Attorney - General 
might smile 

he Attorney-General—No wonder. 

Mr. Devlin—He was once Attorney-General, 
moved by the same high and noble motives 
that move the right hon. gentleman. 

Continuing, Mr. Devlin said that Sir James 
Campbell was the legal adviser to the Ulster 
{evolutionary Party, and yet he,was made 
Chairman of the Senate of Southern Ireland, 
with a Protestant population of 240,000 in a 
population of 35 AT, "0 In the Ulster 
Senate there was not one solitary. Catholic. 
He did not. believe that there was a com- 
munity in the world where they would find 
the parallel. to that. That was all the worse 
when the Prime Minister owed his position to 
the fact that he went whining and cringing 
and cryinz to the people of ‘England that the 
Pi otestants in Ulster were a crushed minority, 
and yet when he got the power into his 
hands he denied to the minority a single re- 
resentative in the Second Chamber of that 

louse. The Nationalists had sélected a man 

who would give the least offence, not a wild 
and whirling Nationalist like himself, but a 
man who would suit the Assembly, a keen 
business man, successful and respected by 
those differing from him in religion, and they 
thought, naturally, that surely there could 
be no objectiongio him even from the Union- 
ist point of view, 


A COLOSSAL BLUNDER. 

He said that a trick had been played. He 
never before charged the Government with 
Leing. respo®sible for that colossal blunder, 
which could not be defended by anyone except 
the Prime Minister. He never charged the 
Government before, but he cha them 
uow, because the Gorternment had now the 
chance to establish non-responsibility, and 
come forward and rectify the blunder. The 
Nationalists had no caucus. The good of s 
caucus was its success, and the Prime Minis- 
ter's caucus had not been- successful at the 
last election, for he and his friends had got 
in by the skin of their ‘teeth. (Latghter.} 


NORTH AND SOUTH, 

The Attorneyieneral, who replied, said 
that he did not desire to follow the member 
for ‘West Belfast in his comparisons between 
the Free State and Northern Ireland, If he 
wished to answer that he could do so in a 
very effective way. He could point out that 
when tne minority in the South of Ireland 
were confronted with the Free State Govern- 
ment they did not set out to wreck it; they 
did not try by every means in their power to 
make the Government impossible. ey co- 
operated in a loyal and whole-hearted manner 
to make the best of the Government under 
which they lived. Let them. contrast that 
with what took place in Northern Ireland, 
where every conceivable attempt was made 
by murder, maiming, looting and burning to 
make government impossible; and yet Mr.

A seguel to the inguiry into the affairs 
oí the fealen Rubber Company in 1922 was 
considered by Mr. Justice Finlay in the 
Vacation Court, London, yesterday. on the 
application of Mr, James White, the race- 
horse owner and theatre controller, for the 
continuance of an interim injunction granted 
to him by Mr. Justice Russell, restraining 
the publication of evidence given by him at 
the inguiry. The application was not 
granted. 

Mr. White's counsel, Mr. Alexander Grant, 
K.C., said that the first three defendants— 
Sir Arthur Whinney, Sir Josiah Stamp and 
Mr. J. M. Thompson—who were appointed 
inspectors, handed over certain documents to 
the company. Those documents contained 
the evidence given by Mr. White. ' 

According to Mr. White, there was a 
guarantee that his evidence should be treated 
as confidential, and should not be’ disclosed. 
There was also an undertaking that certain 
documents should be returned to him when 
the inspectors had finished with them. The 
inspectors had made copies of the documents, 
and had handed them to the Dunlop Com- 
pany. 

Mr. Grant mentioned that nine actions are 
pending, in which the Dunlop Company is 
concerned. — Five of these are brought by 
the company against directors; the others 
are against the company and other people. 
The present action, he said, was in the 
nature of a test action: There were other 
witnesses prepared to take the same line. 

In 1920 and 1921 the company made heavy 
losses, running into millions. At a meeting, 
held in February, 1922, the shareholders ap- 
vade'g of a Committee of Investigation. The 
ourth inspector appointed was now dead. 

Mr. White attended at the 
various dates. 

“ What was Mr. White’s position?’’ asked 
Mr. Justice Finlay. ) 

Mr. Grant replied that he had been ap- 
pointed a director, but withdrew his accept- 
ance. He had been financial adviser to the 
company with regard to raising money. 

Mr. Grant next quoted a a 


inquiry at 


icitor’s letter, 
which said that Mr. White had not been a 
compellable witness at the inquiry. _He was 
neither an official nor an agent of. the com- 
pany, and attended on a clear undertaking 
that his evidence would not be disclosed. 

The inspectors had put in an affidavit that 
no undertaking was’ given; but that, Mr. 
Grant contended, depended upon what was 
meant by “ undertaking.”” An affidavit by 
‘Mr. White, read by Mr. Grant, said: that 
Sir Arthur Winney told bim when he gave 
evidence at the inquiry Pat all documents he 
put in would he returred to him. The sittings 
of the tribunal took place behind closed doors, 
and only the inspectors, those necessary to 
assist them, and the witness under examina- 
tion were present. ” There was an air of 
secrecy about the tribunal. 

Answering a question by the judge, Mr. 
Grant sag that his contention was that if 
an underteking was given to return a docw- 
ment it impijed that no copy would be taken. 
The inspectors were not entitled to publish 
letters supplied to them, as they were now 
doing. 

Mr. Bennett, K.C., for the defendants, 
pointed out that Mr. White was a party to 
two of the pending actions as a defendant. 
He had made ‘an affidavit of documents in 
which had appeared a transcript of the notes 
of his evidence, Having disclosed it, he 
was bound, unless he could show good ground 
for refusal, to produce it. 

An injunction against the inspectors would 
be useless as they had parted with the docu. 
ments to the company. The shorthand nots 
were taken at the company's expense. 

Mr. Bennett suggested that the object of 
asking for the injunction was to deiay the 
hearing of the pending actions. 

Mr. Justice Finlay, giving judgment, said 
that he had come to the conclusion that he 
ought not to continde the injunction, Mr. 
White had been told that certain documents 
which he had borrowed would be returned to | 
hom, but he was not.able to draw from that 
promise the inference that no copies were to 
be made oí the documents. . White's 
agreement with the company was one which 
he thought would have constituted him an 
agent of the company. He thought that in 
those circumstances Mr. -White might have 
been compelled to disclose any documents 
which came into his possession while acting 
under that agreement. 


HANDLING OF GOODS. 


RAILMEN AND INDUSTRIAL 
DISPUTES. 7 


An important statement on the handlin 
of goods ón the railways during an industria 
dispute, appears in the tember issue of the 
Great Western Railway Magazine, under the 
signature of Sir Felix J. C. Pole, the general 
manager. Ihe statement is the outcome of 
the position which arose on the railways on 
the eve of the settlement of the recent ‘coal 
crisis. The notification which the National 
Union of Railwaymen sent to the Great 
Western Railway of the instructions they 
proposed to give to their members in the! 
event of a coal stoppage are given, and the 
instructions not to handle coal which were 
subsequently issued are quoted. 

In no previous dispute, says the article, 
has a railwaymen’s union given any such 
notification, and the procedure on this 
occasion raises some very serious questions. 
The company’s attitude in regard to trade 
unionism is that they have consistently en- 
deavoured to be impartial. They have left 
every employé to decide for himself whether 
or not he should become a member of a union, 
and to which union, if any, he should be 
attached. There is no desire to depart from 
this position, If, however, the time should 
come. when it will be necessary to do so, 
there will arise also the question of dealing 
with the difficulties, such as are often experi- 
enced, due to employés in the same grade 
belonging to different unions, 

COMPANY’S OBLIGATIONS. 

Every man has, of course, a perfect right to 
belong to a trade union. He das has a right, 
if he chooses to do so, to withdraw his 
labour, but he has no right whatever to en- 
gage himself for employment and ile re- 
ceiving payment from his employer tb refuse 
to carry out the work that he has contracted 
to do. in this connection railway companies are 
under exceptional obligations. They are 
constituted under special Acts of Parliament, 


which impose, among other obligations, that : 


of not showing preference to one customer as 
against another, nor of discriminating 
between different classes of traffic. If em- 
ployés were to obey a notification to refuse 
to handle certain traffics they “vould auto- 
matically break their service contracts and 
place themselves in a very serious ition, 
while the company would be obliged to 
obtain other labour to fulfil their obligations. 
SITUATION UNTENABLE. 

It is certain that anything of the kind 
must inevitably involve trouble. The situa- 
tion would be untenable, and I would urge 
the compeny’s staff to realise, before they 
have taken any such step, that interference 
in the labour disputes of other industries 
must involve them in trouble and loss, and 
mean that the railway industry will never 
be free from a condition of turmoil, :

It is clear that there will 
diminution in the amount of 

repair work to be undertaken in the dockyatds 
in future years, and this reduction renders it 
inevitable that there shall be a considerable 
reduction in dockyard numbers, The Board 
have decided that in this neW situation the 
best method of securing efficiency and economy 
will be to reduce the number of establish- 
ments, 

The dockyards at Rosyth and Pembroke 
will, therefore, be reduced to a care and main- 
tenance basis as soon as it is possible to 
finish or transfer the work now actually. in 
progress there. The retention of these two 
yards on a care and maintenance basis means 
that the buildings and plant will be main- 
tained in such a state as will enable the estab- 
lishments to be opened again in case of need, . 

Under this policy the discharge of abont 
1,200 men from these two yatds will be neces- 
sary in September, and the remaining numbers | 
will be reduced gradually, so as to admit of 
the yards. being closed down about the end of | 
the financial year, but as far as possible we 
will be taken to avoid discharges during the 
winter months. Established men, except in so 
far as it may be decided to be preíerable to 

lace them on the pension list, will be trans- 
erred to other yards. 

The reductién in dockyard numbers neces- 
sitated by the smaller programme of work at 
present in view for the next year 1s 3,000 
men, of which the 1,200 to be. reduced in 
September will form part. After the special 
expenses incidental to the closing down of 
these establishments have been met, there 
will be a considerable permanent, annual 
economy due to the saving on the overhead 
charges at Rosyth and Pembroke. 

The closing of any other yard is not neces- 
sary at t, but the question will receive 
further. consideration when all the. inquiries 
now in progress have been completed, and 
the effect of all changes bearing on the 
amount of: dockyafd work in . subsequent 
years can be estimated. 

CLOSING CREATES ALARM. | 

Already heavily burdened financially “in 
to unremunerative expenditure on the Rosyth 
area, Dumfermline has ‘received with» alarm 
the announcement that the dockyard ‘is to be 
closed. When its construction was begun in 
1909 the Town Council adopted an extensive 
town planning scheme, extending the burgh 
to indeed the dockyard and environments, 
As a result of the good. prospects “held out 
by the Admiralty the Council embarked on 
an expenditure of nearly a quarter of a 
million, providing new roads, water and gas 
supply, and other public services for the new 
community. 

The Town Council maintained that such 
expenditure should be borne nationally, not 
locally, and made a claim against the Ad- 
miralty for compensation. Negotiations have 
been in progress for some time, but no settle- 
ment has been reached. i i 

At Rosyth the Scottish National Housing 
Company erected two thousand houses oí the 
garden city type for the occupation of dock- 
vard workers. The Fife education authority 
have built recently several Mis EE of 
the most modern type in Sco , several 
churches have been erected, and a Woman 
Catholic and an English church are nearing 
completion.

NO POLITICAL SIGNIFICANCE. 

There was no political significance in this 
demonstration, Four or five years ago he 
failed to reach the shores of Ireland, through 
no fault of his own, but he would prefér to 
be taken off. the high seas on a British 
destroyer, rather than come to Ireland if he 
thought that any welcome extended to him 


people, no matter what their creed of politics 
were. He did not come to Wexford for the 
purpose of saying one. word that could pro- 
mote discord or strifé—he came as an honest, 
straightforward Irishman, who had his own 
views, and knew that other people had theirs. 

Some in the hali would probably leave it 
holding the same views as when they entered 
it, but with the qualification that the Arch- 
bishop of Melbourne was not such a crimina/ 
as he was represénted. There might be 
what he ventured to call British Imperialists 
present. If they were, he was glad to mest 
them. He was a practical man, although he 
was said to be a dreamer. They—the British 
Imperialists—might be as sincere in their love 
of Ireland as he. They might believe that 
Ireland's future might be Best served by 
settling down in the British Empire. “TI do 
not hold that view,  cóntinued Dr. Mannix ; 
“1 have never held that. view, and I am never 
likely to hold. that ‘view. I believe that the 
two nations were intended by God to be 
friendly neighbours, each independently of 
the other, and I do not think that God ever 
planned that Irishmen should bow their heads 
to any foreign foe.”’ 

Dr, Mannix went on to say that if there 
were any out-and-out supporters of the Free 
State Government present they were heartily 
welopme, because, as the British Imperialists 
i d to London jor their future, he hoped 
and pulieved that those who called themselves 
Free Staters looked not to England, but to 
Ireland and Dublin, If that were a meeting 
‘of a controversial character, they might be 
inclined to,argue and try to convince him that 
the agreement signed between the British and 
Ivish ‘politicians ght all they were Jook— 
ing for, . Phey might endeavour to reconeile 
him to the signing oí that document at ó a.m. 
in London. They had a perfect right to that 
opimon. He never tried to influence any of 
them, beyond telling them that he did not 
agree with them. He claimed to have the 
same right to hoid his opinion as they. 

THE TREATY. 

There were peopie—and they were to be 
found all over lreland—who believed that 
in the signing of that instrument they had 
got overything for which they were looking. 
They believed that there would bé no oath of 
allegiance to a foreign King, that the 
Boundary question would be settled, and that 
within a month or two the North would be 
banished out of existence. He did not believe 
any of those things. They had the oath of 
allegiance, they had the Boundary Commis- 
sion sitting, aud they did not know what was, 
going to be its result. The only thing which 
they did know was that the people in the 
North said that they would: not give as much 
as would sod a ‘lark. 

THE SLIPPERY SLOPE, 

They seemed to be slipping down the 
slippery slope, which had been the strong 
intention of the. Imperialists all along the 
line. He was told that the Imperialists were 
more rampant in Ireland to-day than ever 
they were. ‘It might be that he was mistaken 
in thinking that the young men were emi- 
grating in numbers almost unequalled in any 
period of Irish. history. 
the promisés which were made to them had 
been falsified ; but if any Republican expected 
him to lead in opposition to the Free State 
and British soldiers, he never made a greater 
mistake in his life. He regarded the signing 
of the Treaty as a disaster; but nothing 
could be more disastrous than a repetition 
of fratricidal strife. He had come to prevent 
anything of that kind, to try and get Irish- 
men to understand and tolerate each other, 
living together, each holding his own 
political views. He had been asked: Why 
not give a hearty support to the Free State ? 
He answered that question in many 
places, saying: “ Before embarking upon that 
ship I would like to know where that ship is 

oing.”” Was it sailing into or out of the 
ritish Empire ?. Ireland would have come 
into her own if her people had stood together 
when the Treaty was signed, as they 
had stood on the conscription issue. 
Unfortunately they had played into England's 
hands. They would never be able to oppose 
her unless they stood shoulder to shoulder, 
and ceased fighting among themselves.

TBRITAIN’S ATTITUDE 
“APPRECIATED, ' 


MELBOURNE, Wednesday. 

Mr. H. E. Patten, Commonwealth Minister 
for Trade and Customs, introducing the new 
Tariff “Bill in the House of Representatives 
to-day, said that there was no question that 
the action of Australia in giving preference to 
Great Britain ultimately led the Mother Coun- 
try te grant a preference on some Australian 
products. The value of the imports last year 
which would be affected by the proposed tari 
increases, exceeded £350,000,000, while the 
value of those which would be effected by the 
proposed tariff reductions was 210,000,000 

The 275 items and sub-items hitherto ad- 
mitted free from the United Kingdom would 


preference would be maintained or increased 
under the present proposals. The principal 
increases. in the British, intermediate and 
general tarifis respectively would be ‘as 
iollows :— 
' Machinery, including locomotives, mining 
machinery and dynamos, of over 75 kilowatts, 
12}, 15, and 15 per cent. respectively; other 
machinery, and dynamos, of up to 75 kilo- 
watts, 173, 20 and 20 respectively.

RUN DOWN URUGUAY RIVER. 


From tHe Press ASssociaTion’s SPECIAL 
CoRRESPONDENT. ) 


BUENOS AIRES, Wednesday. 

We left Mercedes on Tuesday evening for 
Liebig's factary#at~Colon, which employs 
some 25, hands. he working season 
lasts only for six months in the yeer, and 
the period. having just concluded, the 
factory is now at a standstill. The hands 
were, therefore, able to turn out en masse 
to greet the Prince, to whom they gave a 
very hearty welcome, as the long procession 
of motor cars drove through the gaily de- 
corated village to the works. The lines of 
school children, dressed in white, in accord- 
ance with the custom of the country, and 
waving Union Jacks, were most effective. 

After being taken round the factory, the 
Prince was entertained to lunch, and later 
e boarded the river steamer, Cindad de 
Buenos Aires, for a ran down the Uruguay 
River to the Capitol, escorted by the Argen- 
tine gunboat. 

The river is about one to one and a half 
miles wide. As we journeyed down to the 
Capitol, from time to time we could hear 
cheers from groups of loyal Englishmen 
gathered here and there on the banks. As 
it: was dark, however, all that they could 
see was the steamer, lit up with lines of 
‘electric lights. Liebig’s factory, at Fray- 
bentos, presented a splendid sight, the main 
building being outlined with electric lights. 
The other buildings were also partially out- 
lined, and a considerable part of the fore 
shore was picked out with red, white and 
blue lights. As the steamer passed, the 
factory's siren saluted, and showers of 
rockets went up. 

After dinner on ‘board, the Prince took 
part in the dancing. On the. way we were 
greeted with cheering from two Argentine 
cruisers and H.M.S. Curlew, while the 
passengers of the steamer Almanzora, which 
1s leaving for England to-day, gathered is 
force at the stern and joined in the cheering. 

Following his return from a tour through 
the provinces of Entre Rios and Corrientes, 
the Prince of Wales is spending the day at 
Buenos Aires. He leaves again at midnight, 
on a two-day visit to the San Marcos ranch 
of Mr. Jack Nelson, the Argentine polo 
player.

trict where the work is done, which 
would be equivalent to the amount of 
unemployment ‘ dole’ yable for the 
week, and that no insurance stamps be 
entered on the cards for such work.”’

BATTERED LINER REACHES 
ROTTERDAM.

ROTTERDAM, Wednesday. 

The férmer Ellerman liner City of Singapore 
reached here yesterday, towed by two Dutch 
tugs, after a voyage of some 15,000 miles from 
Adelaide. This is believed to be the longest 
towage operation ever carried out, 

While in Port Adelaide in April, 1924, the 
City of Singapore, with a cargo of 900 tons of 
petrol, took fire, and there was a terrific ex- 
plosion, in which three of the crew were 
killed. The steamer was so damaged that it 
seemed that she would have to be rtf a 
the underwriters giving her up as a total loss. 
Mr. W. J. Russell, of London, however, 
bought the vessel, and contracted with a 
Dutch towage company, Messrs. Wysmuller, 
to have the battered City of Singapore brought 
to Rotterdam. 

The steamer was put into splints. for the 
long journey home, and the decks were cleared 
of the débris of twisted girders and 
machinery, and on April 11 the convoy sailed 
for Rotterdam. The 15,000-mile voyage, with 
the crippled liner in tow, was accomplished 
according to programme, except that gales 
were encountered off the African coast which 
caused some delay. : 

The men who were housed in the City of 
Singapore had some very anxious days about 
this time, and the Dutch crews were trans- 
ferred fram the tugs to the liner to take the

I. INCREASED TONNAGE,
